DNR officers offer snowmobile safety tips 


With Michigan’s snowmo- 
bile season in full gear, De- 
partment of Natural 
Resources conservation offi- 
cers remind riders that 
safety is key to enjoying 
their sport. 

“Snowmobiling is a great 
way to spend the winter 
months,” said Lt. Tom Wan- 
less, DNR recreational safety 
programs supervisor. “But 
when operating a snowmo- 
bile or any type of vehicle, 
safety comes first. This in- 
cludes riding within your 
own abilities, operating at 


safe and appropriate speeds 
for the terrain, always wear- 
ing a helmet and proper 
clothing, and never operat- 
ing your machine while 
under the influence of alco- 
hol or drugs.”
